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1. SUMMARY. TANZANIA'S DEFENSE MINISTER IS 
CONTINUING SHUTTLE DIPLOMACY ON PENDING MILITARY 
ISSUES AND PLANS TO REPORT STATUS TO OBSERVERS ON THE 
AFTERNOON OF MAY 18 . FORCE PROPORTIONS IS NOT YET 
UNDER DISCUSSION. OAU AND UN OBSERVERS ARE 
SUBMITTING PROPOSED OPTIONS FOR COOPERATION TO THEIR 
RESPECTIVE HEADQUARTERS. THE GOVERNMENT'S LETTER OF 
SUPPORT FOR THE OAU IS TO BE HAND CARRIED FROM KIGALI 
THIS WEEK. A JOINT POLITICAL MILITARY COMMISSION 
MEETING (JPMC) IS STILL A POSSIBILITY FOLLOWING THE 
CONCLUSION OF THE MILITARY AGENDA. END SUMMARY . 

2 TANZANIAN SHUTTLE DIPLOMACY. INSTEAD OF 
PRESENTING HIS CONCLUSIONS ON PENDING MILITARY ISSUES 
TO THE TWO SIDES AS FACILITATOR RECOMMENDATIONS, 
TANZANIAN DEFENSE MINISTER KINANA IS TRYING TO NUDGE 
THE TWO SIDES TO AGREEMENT THROUGH SHUTTLE DIPLOMACY 
INVOLVING KEY MEMBERS OF EACH DELEGATION. THE SIDES 
REMAIN FAR APART ON THE STATUS OF KIGALI , RPF 
PARTICIPATION IN THE GENDARMERIE, AND THE LOCATION OF 
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CANTONMENT SITES. THE RPF WILL RESPOND THROUGH THE 
FACILITATOR TO NEW GOVERNMENT PROPOSALS ON THOSE 
ISSUES LATER MAY 18. THE ASSEMBLY ZONE/POINT ISSUE 
IS NEARLY RESOLVED. 

3. ASSEMBLY ZONE /POINT. THE GOVERNMENT HAS AGREED 
TO LET THE INTERNATIONAL FORCE IDENTIFY ASSEMBLY 
POINTS FOR THE RPF AND HAS AGREED TO CONSIDER 
FAVORABLY " RECOMMENDATIONS FOR SITES OUTSIDE THE 
CURRENT RPF ZONE OF OCCUPATION." THE RPF SAYS THIS 
WAS ITS POSITION ALL ALONG. IT IS UNCLEAR WHETHER 
THE RPF HAS ABANDONED THE IDEA OF A LINE PARTITIONING 
THE COUNTRY INTO ZONES. 

4 STATUS OF KIGALI. THE GOVERNMENT, WHICH 
CONTINUES TO ARGUE FOR USING KIGALI MILITARY CAMPS AS 
ASSEMBLY POINTS, HAS PROPOSED CREATION OF A MIXED 
BATALLION — 200 INTERNATIONAL FORCE, 200 GOR AND 200 
RPF TROOPS --TO PROVIDE SECURITY FOR RPF AND OTHER 
SENIOR OFFICIALS. THE RPF MAINTAINS THE GOVERNMENT 
FORCES SHOULD GO TO ASSEMBLY POINTS OUTSIDE OF KIGALI 
WITH SECURITY PROVIDED BY THE INTERNATIONAL FORCE. 
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5. GENDARMERIE . THE GOVERNMENT PROPOSES TO TAKE 
1,200 RPF FORCES INTO THE GENDARMERIE IMMEDIATELY,

DEMOBILIZATION SO THAT THE FORCE TOTAL AT THE END OF

6 CANTONMENT SITES. THE GOR, THE FACILITATOR, AND 
THE UN MILITARY OBSERVER ARE ADAMANT THAT HEAVY 
WEAPONS SHOULD BE STORED AWAY FROM ASSEMBLY POINTS 
AND GUARDED BY THE INTERNATIONAL FORCE. THE RPF 
REMAINS STEADFAST IN ITS DEMAND THAT THESE WEAPONS BE 
STORED AT VARIOUS ASSEMBLY POINTS. AN RPF LEADER 
TOLD U.S. OBSERVER THAT THE RPF NEEDED TO RETAIN THIS

PKO AND POLITICAL DEPARTMENTS IN NEW YORK. 
UN /MILITARY OBSERVER INSISTED TO U.S. OBSERVER THAT 
THESE PROPOSALS WILL BE CONSIDERED BY THE SYG. HE 
IMPLIED THEY MIGHT BE LINKED SOMEHOW TO THE PENDING 
REPORTS. HE IS ANXIOUS TO MAKE A RECONNAISSANCE
